Thirdly, When there is the greateft probable Reafon to 
believe that the Majority of the Nation are fatisfied. 
If in Nature there could be no fuch Thing asa good 
Adminiftration, then Changes would be unneceflary ; 
if there may be good Adminiftrations they muft have 
vifible Signs ; and Signs more vifible than thofe I have 
mentioned cannot well be. 
As to Grievances, if the People’felt any, they would 
legally complain ; if, as in the Days of fome of our an- 
cient Princes, the Crown took more than its own; if 
great Men, by dint of their Power, filenced the Laws ; 
the Mouths of the Many would be opened: If Church- 
men acted tyrannically, in fhort, if there were any kind 
of Oppreffion, it could not be hid. We have a Party 
amongft us who would gladly take up with the {mallet 
Grievance, and endeavour to magnify it by a legal Re. 
prefentation. "Tis no Anfwer to this to alledge, that 
this Party particularized feveral Grievances ; there are 
fome who murmur againft Providence, and therefore it 
is not to be expected that any Government fhould fatisfy 
all. That which we are now under has done more than 
could well be expected, it has left no Grievances unre- 
drefs’d, the redrefling of which lay within its Power. 
This ought to pleafe all impartial and right judging 
Men, and as for Folks of another Caft, it is fimply im- 
poffible a good Government fhould pleafe them. In 
fhort, there are nominal Grievances and there are real 
ones, the Difference between them in few Words is this, 
the former can never be made out, and the latter never 
can be concealed ; it is eafy therefore to judge which are 
the Grievances of our Times, and what Notice is due 
to the Clamour made about them. 

As to the Vigour of our Conftitution, it confifts in 
the Sovereign’s being fatisfied with his legal Share of 
Government, and in each of the States of Parliament 


{ enjoying and exerting that Force which according to 


our Conititution they ought to have. That nothing 
opprefiive is either felt or feared from the Crown, 1s al- 
low’d even by thofe who are for abridging its Autho- 
rity. That each of the Houfes of Parliament enjoys its 
Privileges, and particularly that great one of free De- 
bate, is too evident to be denied. It will be faid, 
that there is however a Reafon aflign’d for this. To 
which I anfwer, that there never was any thing fo 
good, but that ill Men were capable of affigning it a 
bad Caufe. As to what is now fai/, tho’ it is alledg’d 
againft the Adminiftration, nay fometimes againft a par- 
ticular Perfon, yet it is in faét a Charge upon our Con- 
ftitution, fince it is a Pretence that may be {fet up at any 
time, and againft which there is no Shield. Such there- 
fore as can think it reafonable to believe a Party, againit 
the Conititution, may think it for their Convenience to 
change the Government under which they live; but it 
is to be hoped, that fuch as have a proper Senfe of the 
Bleflings they. enjoy under it, will be of another Mind. 

That thefe actually are a great Majority of the Nation 
may be proved two Ways: Firft, from the prefent State 
of Publick Credit. People, and efpecially monied Peo- 
ple, never truft to Governments of which they have no 

ood Opinion ; if therefore Publick Credit be high, the 
Vodanant of the moft thinking Part of the Nation, as 
the monied Men generally are, muft be with the Admi- 
niflration; nay in this refpect they are very largely 
trulted, even by the Patriots themfelves, who, in mott 
other Refpects, thew at Teaft an equal Concern for their 
Wealth and the Commonwealth. This therefore isa 
Sign liable to no Influence, to be acquired by no Cor- 
ruption. We have known a Patriot Scheme run the 
Stocks down, but we never heard of their falling on ac- 
count of any of their Difappointments. The other Me- 
thod of judging of the Senfe of the Nation is, from their 
Choice of Reprefentatives; and of this we fhall fay no- 
thing at prefent, becaufe a new one is fhortly to be 
made. 

If therefore there be any infallible Marks of the Na- 
tion’s being well govern’d, we are at prefent well go- 
vern’d; nor can any Man doubrof it, if he applies this 
Reafoning to former Reigns when we were ill go- 
verned. Nay he will difcover this by applying it even 
to fome Reigns which are much applauded. Were there 
no Grievances under Queen Elizabeth? Yes furely : 
Some Perfons of high Quality loft their Lives by Pro- 
ceedings which would be now thougat tyrannical ; the 
Church fuffer’d deeply in her Revenue ; the Noncon- 
formilts in their Perfons and Properties; the Generality 
of the People from a Variety of Monopolies. Parlia- 
ments were fo far from enjoying, that they did not claim

hardy, they fuffered for it. The People frequently 
murmured; nay there were fome Rebellions; and a 
Parliament in King Fames’s time reflefed on her Admi- 
niftration, as jultly liable to Cenfure, and this without 
the leaft Intention to compliment her Succeffor. 

I have done with the firft Part of the Charge, and thall 
very fpeedily confider the Second; in the mean time I 
defire it may be obferved, that I write againft the Party 
in general, and not againft particular Perfons ; if there- 
fore they bear this Liberty impatiently they betray their 
own Caufe, and thew that it is not Liberty but fome- 
thing elfe they contend for. We do not fay a Nation is 
free becaufe fome Men are free therein, for then all Na- 
tions would be free; but we fay that a Nation is free 
when every Man is free, which may be affirmed of our 
own at prefent, if fpeaking, writing, and aéting with 
the utmoit Liberty, be Proofs of Freedom. ‘Thole wha 
are angry with thiscannot in Reafon be thought Friends 
to it, and ought therefore never to be trulted with the 
Power of reftraining it, at leaft by fuch as defire to main- 
tain it, Men out of Power can only thew their Inten- 
tion, and this they have already done, even to fuch a 
degree as to apologize for Informers and an Inguifition.

the Town of «lignitz with fome Difficulty open’d its 
Gates to his Forces; ‘I bat being refufed feveral Maga- 
vines of Corn at Breflau for ready Money, he had taken 
them by Force; and, That the Proteftants in general 
were not difpleafed with the Change, but that the Ro- 
man Catholick Nobility and Gentry were retiring with 
their bell Effects.
